Scientists have made one af the 
most significant adrarces in 
recent years in understandirrz 
haw cancer is caused. A new 
discovery, announced yester- 
x likely to inîflaence 
cancer research internationally, 
thouşh immediate clinical ap- 
plications are discounted. 

A team led by the Imperin! 
Cancer Fund ir London ir 
collaboraion with scientists in 
Israel and the United States, 
has found a pew link between 
hormone-Jike substances called 
growth factors, which are 
necessary for normal cell 
growth, and cancer producing 
genes, knowu as oncORCnes. 

The team's findings are 
published in today’s isswe of 
the scientific journal, Narure. 
An editorial in the marazine 
sags the research is "as 
dramatic as ir will be important 
for rescarch on rormal and 
ahnormal growth of cells" and 
describes the work as “another 
leap forward in understanding 
the basis of cancer". 

The discovery was described 
yesterday as “very significant” 
by the Imperial Cancer Re» 
search Fund, which is usually 
very cautious its comments. 
“The implications for new 
basic research studies are 
erormous™, according to the 
ICRF scicntists. 

Growth factors are small 
proteins which act as “keys” to 
tum on the normal growth of 
cells by fitting into “locks” or 
the surfuce of cells. Different 
types of cells, such as brain or 
liver cells, can have different 
sets of locks and keys to control 
their gronth. 

The new research sogrests 
that a virus may be able to 
bypass the need for 2 key and 
can deliver a continuoas mess- 
age to grow with unlimited 
power. 

It suggests that a defective 
"look" is part of the mechar- 
ism whereby ar armima!l rvirzs 
carn produce leuksemia in 
chickens. 

The discovery is direct 
consequence uf advances made 
hy the sam: ICRF team last 
July. which focused attention 
ar the relationship between 
oncogenes and caner. The team 
has been led by Dr Michael 
Waterfield, head of tre molecu 
lar biology departmert. 

The ICRF considered the 
work important enouh to invest 
£500,000 Iast April irto an 
oncogene research laboratory. 

Yesterday Dr Waterfield, 
aged 42, was in Israel where he 
discussed the findings with 
scientists at the Wetzmanr 
Institate in Rehovot, particu 
larly De Hoseph Schlessinger, 
the chief Israeli collaborator in 
the research. He has decided to 
avoid personal publicity follo= 
winf publication of the re- 
search.

Senior Conservative MIPS 
yesterday pressed Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, the Foreign Secretary, 
to take the diplomatic initiative 
on Lebanon, after Commons 
statement on the withdrawal of

The girl cannot walk but 
moves around her home by 
rolling or on her knces. She 
uannot speak but makes sounds. 
She cannot learn sign language 
hecause she has no Control over 
her limbs, 

Although she will suffer no 
puin as she grows up she will 
sufler. the judge said. Her 
vision and hearing are normal 
and she is of normal intelligence 
and has a keen awareness of 
what is going on around her. 
“In lime she will become more 
and more aware of her own 
disability.” 

He added: “Her intelligence, 
ıs such that she will be aware of 
her disabilities and contrast her 
pusilion with olher normal 
people. She will undoubtedly 
suffer because of her awareness. 
more than someone who has no 
awareness.” 

She was learning a form of 
signalling and the computer age 
might help her to communicate.

Sikh protest 
halts the 
Punjab at 

swordpoint

Sıkh agitators brought most 
of the ferlile Punjab state to a 
halt yesterday with an ceighl- 
bour general strke or Randh, 
enforced in Many cases at sword 
point. 

Angry gangs of Sikh Warriors 
having curved swords and 
spears, blocked roads, sat down 
on railwny tracks and looled 
some shops that tried to remain 
open. : 

In Patiala rwo cyclists threw a 
bomb al a group of rickshaw 
drivers waiting for work outside 
the railway sation. Three were 
hurt. 

In an eflorî to lake the sting 
out of the shutdown Mrs Indira 
Gandhi. ihe Indian Prime

Moscow 

Soon afier the Korean Airlines 
jumbo jet was destroyed by a Soviet 
missile above Sakhalin Island last 
September, an air force officer from 
the Soviet Far East regional!

personnel. He was alone. according 
10 the story which went round 
Moscow, and drinking. Some say he 
was weeping into his vodka. 

True or not the story illustrates 
the fact that many Russians -— 
including some in the armed forces — 
did fecl guilty about the deaths of 
369 passengers on KAL 007. The 
official line remains that the 
“regrettable” deaths were caused not 
the Soviet Union but by 1he United 
States. which had deliberately sent a 
spy plane into Soviet air space, at a 
known risk to innocent lives. Many 
still believe this. and will tell vou 
angrily ihat President Reagan, 
rcgarded as capable of almost any 
mısdeed, organizcd a ""provocalion™ 
to smear the Soviet Union and 
advised ex-Presidenl Nixon not to 
gel on the plane knowing il mighı be 


shot down. 
Bui doubt is arising. both publicly 
and behind the scenes. as the 


political and military lessons of the 
Incident are absorbed by the slowly 
functioning siale appararus. There 
was an clement of embarrassment. if 
not guilL, front the very beginning. 
when ıbe official media tried to 
pretend the tragedy had not 
lappcened and then simply reported 
that the aircraft had disappeared “in 
the direction of the Sca of Japan”. 
The phrase became something of a 
standing joke. A few days laler 
Marshal Nikolai Ogarkov, the chicf 
of staff. was forced to admit. albeit 
wilh no trace of regret. that KAL 
ÛQ7 had been hit by a missile fired 
from a Suhkoi fighicr of the Soviet 
air force.

Anatoli Kouzncısov, another of 
Zolotarcnko’s KGB contacts. who 
had uscd ihe cover of a sctond 
secrelary at the Soviet embassy in 
Paris. was expelled from Ialy in 
1930 afer being accused of spying.

The author of the article com- 
ments wryly that the Soviets havc 


classificd "top secere”, Jt was casy for 
him to keep a copy for himself or lo 
gO through the wastepaper baskels al 
the cend of the day for discarded 
papers. There was no check on 
cmploycees as they entered or left the 
building. As Zolotarenko himself 
said: “Jt was enough to tempt the 
devil". 

In 1971. afler Zolouatenko had 
already been passing secrets 10 the 
Russians for eight years, Francis 
Roussilhe. a Nato employec who 
had recom mended Zolotarenko for 
the Agard job. was sentenced to 20 
years’ imprisonment for spying for 
the Romanians. But 1here was 
apparenlly no attempi 1o check on 
Zololarenko or to shift him into a 
less sensitive area of work. He was 
to continue for a further eight years 
calmly passing documenls and 
intimate details of the private lives 
of _ other Agard employees to his 
KOB contacts.

Waldimar Zolotarenko. the junior 
employee of a Nato agency in Paris 
who «as sentenced to 10 vears” jail 
on Tuesday after bcing convicted of 
passing secret alliance documents on 
planes and missiles {o the’ Soviet 
Uinion over a period of 16 years. was 
probably in himself a fairly insignifi~ 
cant “small time" spy. He seems. 
nevertheless. to have been an 
imporlant cog in the vast machine 
for gathering scientific and techno- 
logical informaiion from the Wes 
which the Russians have built up. 

A series of recent discoveries and 
arrests by French counter-espionage 
officials. including information 
relating 10 Lhe spectacular mass 
cxpulsron of 47 Soviet spies from 
Paris last spring. has enabled the 
aulhoritics 10 piece iogcther the 
most precise and detailed picture 1o 
date of this formidable machine, and 
of the extreme vulnerability of the 
WesL and France in particular, to 
the transfer to the East of militarily 
imponrlant technologies. 

The extraordinarily lax security 
measures adopted by the advisory 
Group for Aerospace Research and 
Development {Agard), the Nato 
agency in Paris where Zolotarenko 
worked from 1959 until his arrest in 
1980, were highlighted during his 
trial. of this naturalized French son 
of _Russian cmigrê parents. 

Zolotarenko’s work as Agard 
consisted chiefly in photocopying 
and compiling documents, many

From West Germany comes a tale 
[that will no doubt be music to the 
ears of Britain's liberal prison 
reformers. Tom Bower, author of 
the successful Klaus Barbie, Butcher 
af Lyons, published last month, was 
continuing his rescarches into SS 
mass-murderers, and 1racked down 
onc of them lo a jail near Hanover. 
This man, Emil Laurich, now 73, 
killed counticss people at Majaneck 
concetralion camp in Poland and. 
after a somewhat boiched trial, iš 
now serving cight years. 

Bower phoned the prison gover- 
nor to ask whether Laurich - known 
as “The Black Angel” - might agree 
to an interview, “Why don’t you ask 
him?" came the reply, On inquiring 
how he might do this from London, 
Bower was told to ring back in 10 
minutes. When he did so found 
himsef talking to Laurich in person. 
Granting the inlcrview request. 
Laurich let it be known that today, 
as on one Thursday cvery month, he 
would be receiving a full day’s visit 
from his wife. Hardly surprising, in 
the circumstances. that prison 
protests, riots and so on are not 
common in the Federal Republic.

There were whole ancient 
landscapes. no longer enjoying the 
subtle protection provided by 
mature hedge syslems. {themselves 
the artefacls of a millenium of 
iandscape developmenL, being wiped 
from the face of the county. 

The group also heard that.

The track record speaks for self, 
but there ıs also a deep-seated reason 
for this expansionist dynamic.

The 
corporatior’s misgivings came 
to a head ar the end of last year 
when its board decided to 
postpone the launch date of the 
satelite - at least that was the 
official version. What has 
become clear is that the BBC 
has lost confidence in 1he 
economics of a service thal 
would cost it about £170m 
inveslment over the seven-year 
Hifetime of the satellite and a 
further £I§Om in operating 
çosts. beginning in 1986.

The new age of television has 
dawned, at least the proponents 
of multichannet cable television 
would have us believe. Every 
indication suggests Thal, say the 
supporters of wide band cable 
networks.

But the completion of 1he 
first phase in 1he award of the 
franchises is a minor political 
coup which took more than two 
years 10 complete. The Infor- 
malion Technology Advisory 
Panel of ihe Cabinel Office 
started the debaic on cable in 
the spring of 1981 and it was a 
debate which was to become 
decidely acrimonious. 

Supporters of the “revolution 
in high technology” were hailed, 
by 1hemselves, as forward 
thinkers and those who opposed 
them as outdated Luddites. 
Opponents of the cable on the 
other hand preached caution 
and warmed that the quality and 
the finances of public broad- 
casting were in jeopardy if the 
cable operators were allowed to 
funciion unbridled. Neither side 
has been proved right. 

Thal compromise arose be- 
cause the interests of the Home 
Office and the Deparımentl of 
Trade and Industry were in 
conflict. The former wished to 
maure that i1 was able to PONE 
the programming content of lhe 
new networks in the defence of 
the public good.

Battered wife 
is granted 
ouster order 


Snderson v Anderson 

The refusal of a Judge to gran! 3 
wife having a Iuo-sesr-old child, 
hung cıgM manıhs’ pregnanr aml 
lıvıng ın a hocl for battered wives. 
an nrder to exclude her husband 
from the matrımonial home. was ın 
the circumstances. wrong in law. ihe 
Court of appeal held on February 7. 

The wifes appcal from a counly 
cnurt assıstan1 regıslrar’s order that 
she and her hustand should live 
veparately ın the same home uas 
allowed. 


LORD JUSTICE PURCHSS. 
silling with Lord Justice 4ckner.

Aceordıng 10 Mir Hill such 
cases showed how the courts had 
had so grapple with the extent to 
which parucular Slatutory answers 
were lo be allowed to provide 
excuses Ior preparation tO meel 
anticipated or fearrd violcnce. 

In hıs submission the coi of 
"lawful object” could not avail the 
respondent ın the presen Case 
because he could not show his 
objec lo have been wholly and 
anclusıvely lawful, 

In ther Lordships’ judgment, 
approaching a priori the words 
"lawful object", i1 might well secm 
open to ia defendant 1o say “My 
lawful object is self-defence". The 
respondent said that kis intentions 
were lo use the petrol bombs purely 
to protect his premises should any 
riolers come to his shop. İl was 
acvordingly open to the jury to find 
ıhal he had made them for the 
reasonihle protection of himself 
and his property agatnst thal danger. 


The fact that ın manufactunng 
and sioring the petrol bombs he 
committed offences under ihe 1875 
Act did not necessamıly ınvotve {hal 
when he made them his object in 
doing so was nat lawful. The means 
by which he soughl to fulfil that 
object xere unlawful. but the fact 
dal he could never without 
vremmılbng oflences reach the point 
where he used them ın selldefence 
dıd not render hıs object in makıng 
ıhem far that purpose unlawful. 

The objec! or purpose or end for 
whıch the petrol bombs were made 
war not ilself rendered unlawful by 
the fact that ıı could not be fulfilled 
except by unlawful means. The fact 
that the commission of other 
oflences was unavoidable did not 
resul ın any of them becoming one 
of the respondent's objects. 


Ther Lordships respecifutly 
agîced wıth the conclusion in RA v 
Fegan thal “possession of a firearm 
for the purpose of 0 the 
possessor from acis of violence may 
be possessign for a lawful object". 
Whether il was so or not had to be 
determined in any given case by the 
jury in ıhe lighı oF directions such as 
the trial judge here had given.
